Detonator accident 

A TEENAGE boy has lost the sight in his 
right eye after a railway detonator 
exploded.

Fire in Rochford 

MORE than 10 fire crews were called to 
a huge blaze in Rochford last Friday. 

A wood chip pile measuring 20m by 
15m and 15m high caught light in Hall 
Road, but was prevented from spreading 
to an adjacent cornfield and hedgerow. 

Also involved in the fire were two 
mechanical diggers, which were parked 
on the wood chippings.

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Thousands turn out for mountain biking as Olympics comes to town (well, almost) 


Essex goes cycle crazy

WOW - what a weekend when 
the Olympics came to Essex. 

The last two days of the 
London Games 2012 saw 
mountain bikers from all over 
the world come to race at 
Hadleigh Farm 

Thousands of eager specta¬ 
tors lined the 5k manmade 
track, which, wound its way 
through the picturesque park. 

On Sunday enthusiasts were 
treated to a knuckle biting 
hour-and-a-half as three riders 
fought to claim one of the last 
gold medals of 2012. 

The outcome was undecided 
until the last few seconds! 

Jaroslav Kulhavy from the 
Czech Republic - the eventual 
winner - cycled the course 
wheel to wheel with 
Switzerland’s Nino Schurter, 
with Marco Fontana, who took 
bronze, kept Italian hopes up 
almost until the end. 

This was in sharp contrast to 
Saturday’s women’s event 
where France’s Julie Bresset 
dominated the race from start 
to finish. 

The event ended sadly for 
Team GB’s Liam Killeen, who 
broke his left ankle in a fall on 
lap two. 

The race took place in a car¬ 
nival atmosphere. 

The crowd soaked up the sun 
as they cheered riders, sup¬ 
porting flags from many 
nations - a Spanish contingent 
waving what must have been 
the largest, the size of a table¬ 
cloth. 

Excitement mounted as 47 of 
the world’s finest mountain 
bikers warmed up - then final¬ 
ly set off on the course which 
experts described as ‘physical¬ 



ly, technically and mentally 
challenging.’ 

Volunteer Christine 

Willingale, a former teacher 
from Billericay, said the two- 
day event had been an experi¬ 
ence she would never forget. 

Spectator Mary Macdonald, 
from Braintree, said: “This 
event is even better than I 
expected. The atmosphere is 
great - everyone is friendly 
and cheerful.” 

Her daughter Isobel, 12, and 
nephew Conor Higgins, 13,

Racing shorts 
from Hadleigh 

♦ The field included Julien 
Absolan from France defending 
the gold medal he won in 2008 in 
Athens - he was forced to with¬ 
draw in the early stages. 

♦ Some of the biggest cheers were 
reserved for Derek Horton from 
the tiny island of Guam, rated 
424th in the world, and Alien 
Niyonshiti from Rwanda. 

♦ Local schoolchildren had named 
several of the course features 
including Snake Hill, Deane’s 
Drop, the Rock Garden and 
Breathtaker Hill. 

♦ Hundreds of volunteers worked 
tirelessly throughout both days 
while the Army provided helpful 
and courteous security checks. 

♦ Hadleigh Park, which is owned 
by the Salvation Army, was the 
only Olympic venue not to sell or 
allow alcohol on site. 

♦ No crime was reported over the 
two days of the races. 

Police officers from the 
neighbourhood policing team - 
some on police cycles, the mounted 
unit, road policing officers, search 
teams and special constables all 
played their part over the two 
days. 

ACC Sue Harrison said: “Many 
police staff and Specials volun¬ 
teered to work with us on all 
aspects of our Olympic activities. 

“All officers and staff at 
Hadleigh have reported enjoying 
meeting the public and interacting 
with them.”

MO FARAH entered himself into the 
history books with a spectacular win 
in the 5,000m to claim double gold at 
the London Games. 

The Newham & Essex Beagle ear¬ 
lier claimed the 10,000m having 
failed to reach a final at the Games in 
Beijing four years ago. 

“It’s been a lot of hard work and 
grafting,” the Somalian-born Brit 
said. “[After Beijing] I had to move 
forward and recover and get into my 
running again. 

“A lot of miles have gone into these 
legs, week in, week out, over 100 
miles, so it shows you it’s hard work. 

“There is no word to describe 
[being an Olympic champion] 
because all the work, all the sacri¬ 
fices, all the things you put into it, 
it’s just unbelieveable.” 

After winning double gold, Farah is 
expecting another double - his wife 
is due to give birth to twins soon.

YOUNG sprinter Adam Gemili’s timing 
error saw Team GB disqualified from the 
men’s 4x100m. 

It was unfortunate for the Barking & 
Dagenham College student, who has made 
a huge impact on the world scene at these 
Games. 

Gemili ran the final leg of their semi final 
and brought Britain home in second place 
behind eventual gold medal winners 
Jamaica, but the hand over from Daniel 
Talbot was not completed in time and the 
team was disqualified. 

“Maybe I went too early or too hard,” the 
18-year-old said. “It’s disappointing as we 
could have been in contention in the final.”

TEAM GB recorded a 
season’s best in the 
women’s 4x400m relay 
final, but it was not 
enough for a medal. 

Silver star Christine 
Ohuruogu, of Newham & 
Essex Beagles, and 
Shana Cox, of Woodford 
Green with Essex Ladies, 
both ran for GB and fin¬ 
ished in 3:24:76, just 
behind the Ukraine. USA 
won gold in 3:16:87. 


Decathlon 


DANIEL AWDE suffered disappoint¬ 
ment after being forced to pull out of the 
event through injury. 

The 24-year-old had set a PB in the 
100m of 10.71s, but suffered a flare up 
of tendinitis in the long jump - the sec¬ 
ond event. 

Awde, who competes for Woodford 
Green and Essex Ladies, said he felt the 
tendon would rupture were he to contin¬ 
ue. American Ashton Eaton went on the 
win the decathlon. 

Race Walking 


COLCHESTER’S Dominic King was 
the last man over the line in the men’s 
50km race walk - but made his way 
down the Mall high-fiving the cheering 
crowds. 

King, from the University of Essex, fin¬ 
ished 39 minutes behind winner Sergey 
Kirdyapkin of Russia. 

Marathon 


LEE MERRIEN was the first British 
athlete over the line in the men’s 
marathon. 

The year-old, who competes for 
Newham & Essex Beagles, came in 30th 
position in a time of 2:17:00, a little less 
than 10 minutes behind winner Stephen 
Kiprotich of Uganda. 

Pole Vault 


STEVE LEWIS made the six-man final 
of the pole vault competition, but failed 
to clear 5.85m to finish in tied fifth. 

The British record holder, who com¬ 
petes for Newham & Essex Beagles, 
cleared 5.75m to get through to the final, 
which was won by Frenchman Renaud 
Lavillenie in an Olympic record of 
5.97m.

Hockey 


CHLOE Rogers helped 
Great Britain to a bronze 
medal in the women’s 
hockey. 

Having lost their semi¬ 
final 2-1 to Argentina last 
Wednesday, the women 
regrouped for a bronze 
medal showdown with 
New Zealand last Friday. 

Alex Danson, Crista 
Cullen and Sarah Thomas 
netted in the second half 
for GB, with the Kiwis 
scoring a late consolation. 


Rogers, from Great 
Dunmow, played for 
Britain as they won their 
opening three games, but 
then lost their next three 
including the semi. 

GREAT Britain’s men’s 
hockey team - including 
Southend’s Jonty Clarke - 
missed out on a medal for 
the first time since 1988. 

Having been thrashed 
9-2 by the Netherlands in 
their semi-final, GB went 
down 3-1 to Australia in 
the bronze medal match. 



Taekwondo 


LUTALO MUHAMMAD 

became the first British man to 
win an Olympic taekwondo 
medal with a bronze in the 
-80kg category. 

Walthamstow-born 
Muhammad was a controver¬ 
sial choice for Team GB, being 
picked ahead of world number 
one Aaron Cook, but he justi¬ 
fied his place with a medal. 

He lost his quarter-final bout 
against Nicolas Garcia Hemme 
but got the chance to fight for 
a medal via repercharge after 
the Spaniard reached the final. 



Muhammad beat Arman 
Yeremyan 9-3 in the bronze 
medal match. 


Men’s Diving 


PETE WATERFIELD just 
missed out on qualifying for 
the semi final of the men’s 
10m platform diving event. 

The Walthamstow-bom 
diver finished qualification 
in 23rd place, with the top 18 
going through. His pairs div¬ 
ing partner Tom Daley went 
through the final and eventu¬ 
ally claimed a bronze medal. 

Waterfield and Daley have 
been training at Southend 
Leisure and Tennis Centre 
ahead of and during the 
Games.

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Doctor took own life 
in hospital grounds

A DOCTOR committed suicide on NHS prop¬ 
erty with the same hospital-grade anaesthetic 
used in singer Michael Jackson’s manslaugh¬ 
ter. 

An inquest heard last week that Dr Alexander 
Stone, who worked as a consultant anaesthetist 
at Southend Hospital, took his life in April at 
doctors’ accommodation in Balmoral Road, 
Westcliff. 

He had been living there with his new part¬ 
ner, Dr Sarah Mapplebeck, a consultant clini¬ 
cal biochemist, who discovered his body on 
April 12. 

There was a syringe in the back of his left 
hand. 

Dr Mapplebeck had become concerned when 
Dr Stone did not arrive for work that after¬ 
noon. She attempted to call him several times 
but got no answer. 

Accompanied by three hospital colleagues, 
she returned to their shared accommodation on 
Balmoral Road. 

The group found Dr Stone on a single bed in 
one of the back bedrooms. 

He had removed his watch and placed it 
beside him, but was still wearing the clothes he 
had worn for work that morning. 

Close to his body were two vials of propofol 
- the powerful anaesthetic that killed Michael 
Jackson - and a vial of muscle relaxant 
vecuronium bromide. 

CPR was attempted and paramedics were 
called but Dr Stone could not be resuscitated. 

Last Thursday, at Southend Court, the coro¬ 
ner Dr Peter Dean ruled that Dr Stone had 
taken his own life. 

He said Dr Stone been going through a ‘dif¬ 
ficult divorce’ from his wife Rachel, with 
whom he had two young children, and had

been ‘very down’. 

Dr Dean said: “From all of the evidence that 
we have, it is clear that he would have intend¬ 
ed the consequences of his actions.” 

He said statements from Dr Stone’s col¬ 
leagues showed him to be a popular, award¬ 
winning member of staff. He was the hospital’s 
clinical lead for three services and was chair¬ 
man of the Resuscitation Committee. 

He had also served as chairman of the 
Department of Anaesthesia and Critical, but 
had left the position 12 days before his death. 

Jacqueline Totterdell, chief executive of 
Southend Hospital, said: “Dr Stone was a high¬ 
ly skilled and dedicated anaesthetist who was 
totally committed to caring for his patients and 
helping and inspiring his younger colleagues. 

“He was a very highly regarded and hugely 
popular member of our staff - as was evident 
by the heartfelt tributes left after his sad death. 
We miss him very much.” 


Inquest hears 
brain injury to 
elderly man was 
‘unsurvivable’ 

A 90-YEAR-OLD man from Thorpe Bay died of an 
unexplained brain injury, an inquest has heard. 

IJsbrand Groot, 90 when he passed away in 
November, died of ‘acute subdural haematoma’, 
meaning blood had gathered in his brain. 

The coroner, Dr Peter Dean, said it was not known 
what had caused the injury. 

He said: “It can sometimes occur after very, very 
minimal trauma. It can be so minor as not to be 
remembered.” 

The inquest, held at Southend Court last 
Thursday, heard that Mr Groot was born in 
Amsterdam on June 2, 1921. 

After training in Amsterdam, he became a project 
engineer for oil company Shell, which allowed him 
to work in far-flung countries including Venezuela. 

He moved to England in 1962. 

On November 14 2011, Mr Groot was sick and his 
wife Elizabeth went to fetch him a bowl. He then 
slumped backwards onto the bed, although he was 
not seen to hit his head. 

Reports presented to the corner said Mr Groot had 
suffered from a headache shortly before his death. 
Paramedics were called and he was taken to 
Southend Hospital, where he was given a ‘poor 
prognosis’. 

A CAT scan discovered a large subdural 
haematoma on the right of the brain, but surgical 
intervention was found to be impossible. 

He passed away peacefully at 45 minutes past 
midnight on November 15. 

Dr Dean said: “Sadly, this was an unsurvivable 
injury.” 

He recorded a narrative verdict that Mr Groot had 
died from ‘complications following acute subdural 
haematoma’.

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Council gain funds 
for apprenticeships 


BUSINESSES in Southend are 
being called upon to offer place¬ 
ments to apprentices after the coun¬ 
cil secured funding for 50 people. 

Funding for the apprenticeships, 
which are open to 16 to 24-year- 
olds, was obtained by Southend 
Council’s ONTrackTeam. 

James Courtenay, executive coun¬ 
cillor for children and learning, said 
the apprenticeship schemes were an 
ideal way for young people to gain 
experience in the workplace. 

He said: “I am delighted the 
ONTrack team has managed to 
secure funding for 50 more appren¬ 
ticeships. 

“Apprenticeships are a great 
opportunity for young people to 
earn while they learn and gain expe¬ 
rience in a workplace setting while 
studying for nationally recognised 
qualifications. 

“I would urge local businesses to 
take advantage of the funding the 
council has secured and give a 
young person the chance to take the 
first steps on the ladder to a reward¬ 
ing career.” 


The council will fund £1,500 of 
the first year salary cost for the 
apprentices, which will be paid in 
two instalments. 

Half of the funding will be provid¬ 
ed at the start of the apprenticeship 
and the rest after the apprentice has 
been employed for six months. 

The apprentices must be 
employed on a full-time basis and 
training for all apprentices under the 
age of 19 will be funded by the 
National Apprenticeship Service 
(NAS). 

To be eligible for the salary sub¬ 
sidy the length of the apprenticeship 
programme must be a minimum of 
one year, but can be as long three 
years depending on the framework. 

All apprentices must be new 
employees and currently unem¬ 
ployed, and consideration will be 
given to businesses outside of 
Southend.

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Fraud couple sentenced

A DISHONEST couple who claimed 
benefits they were not entitled to 
have been ordered to carry out 
unpaid community work. 

Officers from Southend Council’s 
corporate fraud team made enquiries 
about Ezweni Moyo and his partner 
Virginia Ndlovu after receiving an 
anonymous tip-off. 

The informant claimed that Moyo, 
40, who has been in receipt of 
Housing Benefit and Council Tax 
Benefit since March 2009, had 
failed to declare he worked at a care 


home in Westcliff. 

It was also alleged that Ndlovu, 38, 
worked at the same home and that 
both had continued to claim 
Jobseekers Allowance (JSA) despite 
having jobs. 

Magistrates in Southend heard that 
Ndlovu informed the Council when 
she obtained work at Redspot 
Homecare and the couple’s benefits 
were adjusted accordingly. 

But Moyo did not declare that he 
was working at the home and Ndlovu 
also failed to tell JobCentre Plus she 
had got a job, continuing to claim 
JSA. 


Council fraud officers contacted 
Redspot, which confirmed that 
Moyo had been working as a self- 
employed driver for them since 
March 2009. 

They supplied details of the wages 
paid to him and also confirmed 
Ndlovu’s period of employment. 

When interviewed under caution 
later she admitted failing to declare 
her own and her husband’s employ¬ 
ment to JobCentre Plus. 

Moyo denied being in paid 
employment despite being confront¬ 
ed with the evidence provided by 
Redspot. 


He initially claimed he had been 
driving for them to gain a reference 
and had only received expenses, but 
later admitted working for pay. 

The court heard that Moyo wrong¬ 
ly received £3,194.40 of JSA, 
£3,460 in Housing Benefit and 
£684.34 in Council Tax Benefit. 

Ndlovu wrongly received 
£2,062.26 of JSA. 

Moyo was ordered to carry out 140 
hours of unpaid work and pay £100 
towards prosecution costs. Ndlovu 
was sentenced to 60 hours of unpaid 
work and also ordered to pay £100 
costs. 


The couple, of Cambridge Road, 
Southend, were also ordered to pay 
back all their wrongly claimed bene¬ 
fits. 

Councillor for corporate support 
services, Andrew Moring, said bene¬ 
fit fraud is not a victimless criminal 
offence. 

He said: “This affects every resi¬ 
dent through higher taxes or reduced 
services. 

“We are committed to supporting 
those members of society who need 
our help but we take a zero tolerance 
approach to anyone who abuses the 
system.”

We did 
what we had 
to do 

I ADDRESS this to Mr John 
Haran, whom I assume was 
bom some time after the 
Second World War. In retro¬ 
spect, it is fairly easy to have 
principles and to pick holes in 
the strategies employed by this 
country to win the Second 
World War. 

Obviously, nearly 70 years 
after the bombing of Dresden 
occurred, it should horrify us 
that all those people died in 
that action. However, this 
country had been fighting for 
survival since the Battle of 
Britain, and in the eyes of 
Bomber Command, and, prob¬ 
ably a good percentage of the 
people who knew of the 
bombing taking place, would 
have considered this raid justi¬ 
fied. What should be realised, 
is that most of the ordinary 
population would not have 


known of this action taking 
place. The people of this coun¬ 
try, only got to know what the 
Government wanted them to 
know, for secrecy’s sake, so all 
the facts of this action would 
have been suppressed at the 
time, and not available as they 
would be today. 

The other thing to consider, 
is that at that time, there 
would be very little sympathy 
for the German population 
being bombed, as the general 
opinion of the people here 
would most certainly have 
been, ‘they asked for it’. Hitler 
led Germany into war, at a 
time when the world had still 
not recovered from the First 
World War, and not wanting 
another global conflict. 
Chamberlain tried to avoid the 
unavoidable, but still had to 
declare war in September 
1939. We must remember, 
Hitler’s Nazis murdered more 
than six million Jews, and 
with his axis friends, caused 
the deaths of countless mil¬ 
lions of other people through¬ 
out the world, in cruel and 
sadistic ways. This country did 
what it had to do to survive, 
and there was little time for 
principles, and very little sym¬ 
pathy for those cities in 
Germany bombed by us. 
Lectures are not required on 
the way the country fought the 
Second World War, it was a 
different world and time then, 
and sneering and being 
derogatory about those who 
fought in that war, and the 
way it was fought, will not 
change what happened. As a 
nation, we were lucky we had 
men and women, who did 
what had to be done. If they 
had not lifted a finger because 
of their principles, and refused 
to fight, we could have 
become part of a German 
empire.

I REGULARLY cycle to work 
along the shared space cycle 
path in Victoria Avenue that 
runs parallel with Churchill 
Gardens. 

Southend Council recently 
laid a top surface of shingle¬ 
like stones along this stretch 
of pathway (similar to what 
had been used as a top surface 
for the Prittle Brook cycle 


paths). This has created an 
uneven, crunchy (and some¬ 
what unstable) surface which 
is horrible to cycle over. 

This has also created diffi¬ 
culties for pedestrians. A local 
resident informed me she is no 
longer able to use this pathway 
as the new surface poses prob¬ 
lems for her guide dog, and I 
know of an older person who 
needed assistance from a kind 
passer-by in order to push her 
shopping trolley over this sur¬ 
face. I wonder what problems 
this surfacing may cause for 
wheelchair users, too? 

I raised my concerns with 
Southend Council who 
advised me this new surface is 
designed to prevent cyclists 
from speeding and to warn 
pedestrians that cyclists are 
approaching. 

How ironic this is! Until the 
council recently made this 
pathway shared space, it 
worked perfectly well when it 
was previously divided for use 
by cyclists and pedestrians 
who used the segregated path¬ 
way with ease without fear of 
colliding with each other. 

Southend Council should 
remember the old adage, ‘if it 
ain’t broke, don’t fix it!’ 

Furthermore, it proves that 
the council’s obsession with 
using shared space can create 
problems where they didn’t 
exist in the first place.

Adventure 

LIZ WADE and her two boys enjoy an fun filled day at 
Action Park in Wickford 


of a lifetime 



I THINK the boys thought it was 
their birthdays and Christmas 
all rolled into one on our latest 
adventure in Essex, which saw 
them scaling heights, shooting 
targets and even getting behind 
the wheel of a police jeep. 

We were at Action Park in 
Wickford where all boys and 
girls, and even mums and dads 
too, can have the adventure of 
their lives as it has so much to 
offer. 

I took the boys along to be 
guinea pigs for the morning as 
part of the park’s wristband offer 
and watched as they took part 
in a range of activities that would 
have definitely had my legs wob¬ 
bling and heart racing. 

After being kitted out in all the 
safety gear their first challenge 
was the climbing wall and Josh 
was eager to clamber to the top 
with Joseph as his anchorman 
at the bottom. After changing 
roles, Joseph also made light 
work of the wall before descend¬ 
ing back down again, lifting 
Josh, his somewhat lighter 
anchorman, off the ground 
below as he went. Having both 
familiarised themselves with the 
hand and foot holds - in the 
shapes of everything from car¬ 
rots and pineapples, to bananas 
and grapes - they challenged 
each other against the clock 
with Joseph coming in first in 
29.35 seconds, and Josh ringing 
the bell at the top in 40.25 sec¬ 
onds (down to his shorter legs 
he said). 

It was then on to greater 
heights and challenges on 


another part of the high ropes 
course - the balance beams - 
where the boys had to walk up a 
pole, climb up to another beam, 
balance their way across, climb 
up a second set of rungs, and 
make it to the highest beam - 
around the same level as the 
roof of a house. Once there they 
had to carefully walk halfway 
across before leaning back and 
allowing the rope to bring them 
back down to the ground again 
- the best bit of the task accord¬ 
ing to Josh. 

If I didn’t think this was hard 
enough, then it was on to the 
Leap of Faith, where the boys 
had to climb up the side of a 
vertical post and stand on the 
platform at the top before leap¬ 
ing off and attempting to grab a 
trapeze. 

While it wasn’t for the faint 
hearted both boys gave it a go 
and Joseph managed to get 
hold of the trapeze - and do a 
chin-up for good measure - 
while Josh managed to grab it 
with one hand before he was 
saved by his safety rope. 

It was a couple of goes on the 
Zip Wire next, which took them 
across Action Park’s army 
assault course area, before 
heading over to rev up some 
power on the quad bike cours¬ 
es. The boys set off on separate 
tracks, as Josh was on a junior 
quad because of his age, and 
thoroughly enjoyed churning up 
the dust as they went around 
several times. 

They took a breather - well 
almost - in the paintball shooting 


range, hitting a number of tar¬ 
gets in the saloon area with its 
hanging frying pans, skittles and 
saucepan lids, before encounter¬ 
ing, what I think was a highlight 
of their visit - the Police Jeep. 

While I thought they would be 
treated to a ride in the vehicle I 
was proved completely wrong 
as both were told they could 
actually get behind the wheel 
themselves and drive around the 
track. Being reassured the vehi¬ 
cle was dual control and can 
actually be driven by a child as 
young as six, Josh got behind 
the wheel first. After a quick 
briefing he had started it up and 
was making his way slowly 
round the track with blue lights 
flashing. Joseph - who has his 
heart set on being a policeman 


when he grows up - was in his 
element as he took his turn, 
made a faster couple of laps of 
the track and then declared that 
he could now quite easily drive 
the other half’s automatic! 

Our time at Action Park was 
absolutely fantastic and I would 
definitely recommend a visit 
whether your child is outgoing 
like mine, or could do with a 
confidence boost as the staff 
there are amazing at what they 
do and are there every step of 
the way. The three instructors 
we had, including Andrea and 
Jamie who helped the boys with 
the high ropes, and John who 
supervised them with the paint¬ 
ball guns and with the police 
jeep, made the visit an extremely 
enjoyable one.

Q. Last week, there were reports of villagers 
suddenly being faced with the prospect of 
having to pay for church repairs. What’s 
going on? 

A. This is a very interesting one. What you 
are talking about here is the issue of “chancel 
repair liability.” And it is something that I suspect 
we’re going to be hearing more about in coming months. 

Basically, since medieval times, the owners of certain lands in a particular parish 
have been liable to pay for repairs to the local church. Those liabilities still exist, and 
unlike a lot of our other quaint old customs, they can involve serious money - 
witness the case a few years ago of the Warwickshire couple hit with a chancel 
repair demand for almost £200,000. 

Why is this soon likely to become a hot topic? Because, under the Land 
Registration Act of 2002, the Church authorities have until next year to formally 
register these ancient but valuable rights with the Land Registry, or lose them 
altogether. At local level, of course, individual churches are seriously embarrassed 
by this, being only too well aware of the bad feeling that it could generate. But times 
being hard - and with literally hundreds and hundreds of historic buildings to look 
after - it’s not surprising that word has gone out to parochial church councils across 
the country to start dusting off their records. In any case, the councils themselves 
have no choice but to check things out - otherwise, they would be in breach of their 
duties under the charity laws. 

How can you find out what your own situation is? Currently, solicitors and 
conveyancers can access an automated service which can identify at-risk parishes 
- in which case, as a homeowner, it might be advisable to take out specialist 
insurance, just in case. Alternatively, if you are concerned about your own property, 
you can always commission a full chancel repair search. 

However, it’s important to keep a sense of proportion. The fact is, this is an issue 
which is only considered likely to be a potential problem in less than 1 in 3 of all 
parishes - and then, only for certain parcels of land within those parishes. In other 
words, for the vast majority of homeowners in the UK this is unlikely to be an issue 
at all. 

So, in the immortal words of Corporal Jones - don’t panic!

T HE ADAM punts 

Vauxhall straight into the 
style-led city car sector. 
It’s striking to look at, both 
inside and out and includes 
some features yet to be seen 
in this segment. The big 
question will be whether 
urban hipsters will get past 
this most blue-collar of 
badges. 

Vauxhall has built some 
stylish cars in the past. The 
trouble is, they’ve only been 
stylish to a small percentage 
of the car buying population. 
A Vauxhall with widespread 
chic appeal? I’m struggling 
to think of one. Some of the 
company’s niche models 
have undoubtedly worked 
and worked well, but with its 
ADAM city car, Vauxhall is 


looking to grab the attention 
of fashionista buyers who 
might otherwise choose a 
MINI, a Fiat 500 or a Citroen 
DS3. Yes, you did read that 
correctly. It’s called an 
ADAM. 

We can’t even blame 
Vauxhall for that odd name. 
It’s an Opel thing. Vauxhall’s 
sister brand in Germany 
flexed the corporate muscles 
a bit and insisted the car 
would be named after Adam 
Opel, the company’s 
founder. It’s now got me 
wondering if it’ll start at trend 
for Biblical car names. Lotus 
Ezekiel anyone? 

Talk to anyone who really 
knows about cars and they’ll 
tell you how good the latest 
generation Corsa is. Trouble 
is, the man in the street still 
associates the Corsa with 


the mediocre old vehicles 
that replaced the Nova and 
weren’t particularly great. 

The ADAM rides on a cut 
down version of the Corsa’s 
chassis and that can only be 
good news. It’s been exten¬ 
sively re-engineered to suit 
the demands of the shorter 
wheelbase. It’s ostensibly 
quite a simple set-up but 
Vauxhall has invested years 
of know how into it. Up front 
are a set of MacPherson 
struts while the rear end 
utilises a torsion beam set¬ 
up. Ease of use on urban 
roads is enhanced by a CITY 
mode, which increases the 
electronic power steering 
system's assistance at lower 
speeds. 

This is a car that’s going to 
sell largely on whether the 
styling chimes with new car 
buyers and Vauxhall certainly 
can’t be accused of going at 
it half-cocked. There’s a lot 
going on, the design work 
attributed to Brit, Mark 
Adams’ team in Europe. The 
ADAM incorporates a 'float¬ 
ing' roof which is visually dis¬ 
connected from the body, 
which works particularly well 
with two-tone colour 


schemes. It looks like no 
other Vauxhall but still incor¬ 
porates a bunch of existing 
styling cues, such as the 
Astra’s wing-shaped chrome 
grille bar and the blade 
shape in the lower doors. 

Like MINI, Vauxhall is looking 
to appeal to the customer’s 
sense of individuality in the 
sheer amount of colour com¬ 
binations and materials. 
Wheels range from 16 inch¬ 
es in size for entry-level cars 
and there are 17 and 18- 
inch options further up the 
range, with a lowered sports 
chassis part of the deal. 

Unlike many cars which 
offer striking exterior designs 
but an interior that betrays a 
sudden curtailment of devel¬ 
opment budget, the cabin of 
the ADAM is, if anything, 
even bolder than the exterior. 
A seven-inch touch screen 
interface is the big point of 
interest from a technological 
perspective. It’s both iPhone 
and Android compatible, and 
can access internet-down- 
loaded apps in the same 
manner as the latest Renault 
Clio and Peugeot 208. 

Where specified, the naviga¬ 
tion and infotainment con¬ 


trols are all marshalled by the 
touch screen. There’s even a 
choice of headlining, includ¬ 
ing an LED-lit starlight roof 
trim. 

Again with the wacky 
names. The ADAM is offered 
with three trim levels, JAM 
(fashionable/colourful), 

GLAM (elegant/sophisticat¬ 
ed) and SLAM (racy/sporty). 
The latest generation ESP 
system is standard on all 
models and it also includes a 
Hill Start Assist function. 

That wonderful star-effect 
roof and a heated steering 
wheel are options that differ¬ 
entiate the Vauxhall from the 
run of the mill city car con¬ 
tenders and these surprise 
and delight features are key 
in a market that’s not always 
led fully by upfront pricing. 
Talking of which, expect the 
ADAM to open in the region 
of £11,000, so it should 
undercut the MINI, if not the 
Fiat 500. 

As you’d expect, the 
ADAM’s economy and emis¬ 
sions figures slightly better 
those achieved by the same 
engines in the bigger, heavier 
Corsa. So you can expect 
well over 50mpg on the

combined cycle and close to 
120g/km of C02 even from 
the pokey 100PS 1.4-litre 
petrol variant. 

In other words, whichever 
model you opt for, the day to 
day running costs aren’t 
going to generate too much 
cause for concern. Insurance 
ratings and residual values 
both look extremely promis¬ 
ing. 

If you can get past the 
rather unusual naming cul¬ 
ture, it’s easy to see why 
Vauxhall are so bullish about 
the ADAM range. It cherryp- 
icks from some tried and 
tested chassis and engine 
technology and builds on 
that with extrovert styling 
and promises decent build 
quality. The interior moves 
the citycar game on in sever¬ 
al key regards, including the 
option of a wonderful 
starlight roof and the intelli¬ 
gence of its iPhone and 
Android-compatible touch¬ 
screen infotainment system. 

It all adds up to a very 
interesting choice if you're 
looking for a style-conscious 
little runabout. So don't sign 
the cheque for that Fiat 500 
just yet.

You can keep your kitchen caddy clean by wrapping food 
waste in sheets of newspaper to create individual 'parcels'. 
These can then be placed directly into the collection bin. 

Alternatively, compostable food waste liners can be used. It 
is important that only compostable liners which display the 
correct 'compost logo' on them and comply with European 
Standard EN13432 are used. Please see examples of the 
compost logos below.
